The Resident Disabled Veteran’s Lifetime License is equivalent to the State Resident Freshwater Fishing License, the 
State Resident Hunting License, the Bear, Deer and Turkey License, the Archery license and the Muzzleloader License.  
The current Trout License, National Forest License, County Damage Stamp and other licenses or permits are required as 
appropriate in addition to this lifetime license.  This Lifetime License is not valid for Saltwater Fishing and is 
nontransferable.  A Lifetime Disabled Resident Saltwater Fishing License is available, you may contact the Permit 
Section for an application.  

 
Applicant’s Certification: By signing this application I certify that I have a permanent and total disability which is 100% 
service connected as defined by the Federal Department of Veterans Affairs Administration and that the information on 
this application is true and correct. Any person who knowingly makes a false statement in order to secure a license shall 
be guilty of a Class 2 misdemeanor, punishable by up to 6 months in jail, a fine of up to $1,000, or both.
